He opened 
his lecture by reading a portion of the 
26th chapter of Ezekill, descriptive of 
the ancient city of Tyre, (at lous>t the 
lecturer said it was) and from this, 
blanched out and ga\e a ehanmng dis- 
course upon the geography, wealth, 
wisdom and customs of the wonderful 
people that inhabited that most wonder 
fnl of all countries; paying a high trib- 
ute to these ancient law givers, the wis- 
est and purest of all, the Jews. 
From 


the Jews the civilized world obtained 
its idea of true government, and with 
them originated the doctrine of perfect 
equality of all men before the law. The 
Professor showed that he wna not only 
familiar with his subject but also with; 
tht» languages, which has enabled him 
to obtain his knowledge of that country 
and people from first hands. He leads 
their history from the language used by 
the historians of that day. It would be 
doing the Professor grave injustice to 
even attempt an outline of his lecture 
Suffice it to say that, it is seldom, if 
ever, a Keno audience has had an op- 
portunity to listen to a more interesting 
discourse. The Professor has promised 
to lecture next Sunday evening at the 
Methodist Church.

EULING AS TO NEW LODGES. 


The three new Lodges wore all instituted after tho expiration of 


the first half of tha semi-annual term, to wit : Owyhee, No. 14, on 
April 25lh; Elko, No. J5th on May 31st and Estuernlda, No. 16, ou 
June 14th. 
I made the ruling that the officers installed on those 


nights should servo until June 30th only, and not till December 
31st, 1883. 
The only provision in the Constitution on this subject 


is contained iu Sec. 2, Art. II, and reads as follows : "No officei- 
shall be entitled to the honors of his offico unless he has served a major- 
ity of the conventions of ths term for which he was elected; the last 
night of his service to be tho last convention of the term." Of 
course if the word "term" is to be construed as tho semi-annual 
term, and tho provision is to be held applicable to new Lodges, 
iheu it would necessarily follow, that the officers elected by a now 
Lodge, instituted subsequently to the expiration of the first half of 
the semi-annual term, not hiving a majority of the nights of that 
term to serve, would have to serve the balance of that term aud also 
the ensuing term. Query 1 : Would they have to serve the major- 
ity of the remaining nights of the ensuing term, or a majority of tho 
aggregate number of nights since their election? Query 2 : Could 
the officers bo elected iu the middle of one term to serve the re- 
mainder of that term and the ensuing term? Query 3 : Would 
not a new election and a new installation bo necessary? It seems to 
me to be a hardship that the officers of a new Lodge instituted April 
24th should have to serve till December 30th following, in order to 
get their honors, and if it 13 a hardship on a Lodge instituted during 
the remainder of that tarru. If I had ruled other than I have, each 
of these three Lodges would be without a single representative at 
the Grand Lodge, aud I certainly don't understand that to bo tho in- 
tention of the law. Under the ruling made each one of the new 
Lodges will have two representatives to the Grand Lodge, and even 
that number does not fully represent this charter [Sec. 3, Art. II, 
Const, for Sub], 


PKOPOSED NEW LODGES. 


Despite my failure to establish a new Lodge iu Wadsworth, I 


acn satisfied it can be accomplished by iny successor. 


Ou May 29th I visited Winnemucca, spending one day there, 


for the purpose of getting up a new Lodgo. There would havo been 
no difficulty iu.securing the requisite number of names, but HS tke 
only available hall in the town was occupied every evening in the 
week, including Sunday, I was forced to abandon the project. 
I un- 


derstand that u Lodge can be formed in Pioche, with but little effort, 
and judging by the way in which Lodges of other Orders flourish 
there, it should be a permanent one. 
Carhu, n town on the line of 


the C. P. E.B., between Palisade aud Elko. presents oua of the best 
fields in the State for the growth of our (?rder. I became aware, too 
late towards tho close of my official term, to take advantage of it, how- 
over, there are several- Eastern Knights residing there, and they 
will gladly assist the Executive officer in building a Lodge. Aurora, 
Candelaria, Beltnont, Paradise, Cherry Creek and Silver City should 
each boast oue Pythiau Lodge. 


OFFICIAL VISITATIONS. 


During my official term I hi>ve visited every Lodge iu tho State 


at least once, and those Lodges nearer homo have been visited fre- 
quently. 


NEVADA No. 1. 


This, tho oldest Lodga iu this jurisdiction, located at Virginia 


City, is to-day the strongest, both numerically and financially. This 
deairablo position is due to ths excellent management of her officers. 
The work is always nicely done, the books well kept, and the Lodge 
properties iu good order. 
It is a pleasant sight to visit this Lodge 


on the occasion of the conferring of a rank, if only to see tho well 
filled chairs, and mark the interest her members take in the work. 


This Lodge numbered Juno 30,1883, 135 members, being a gross 


gain of 13, and u net loss of 1 for the year, and has $2,965 48 ou 
hand, as against $3,177 09 for the preceding year, The Lodge ranks 
both numerically and financially No. 1.
